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SECTION A:  GENERAL 
 
This survey area extends from Reference Point 69 at the western jetty of Little Creek Channel 
entrance to Reference Point 70 at the eastern jetty of Little Creek Channel entrance including 
Little Creek and all of its tributaries, Desert Cove and Little Creek Cove. The last study of this 
area was conducted April 4, 1940 by the Norfolk Field Office of the Bureau of Shellfish 
Sanitation. 
 
The topography of the area is low and flat ranging from 0-10’. The population is dense and all 
properties are served by Hampton Roads Sanitation District. The portion of the survey area 
extending south and east of Little Creek Channel to the survey boundary is comprised of the 
Little Creek Naval Amphibious Base and HRSD Treatment Plant. All properties within the survey 
boundary are served by HRSD public sewage system. The plant discharge is located offshore of 
the Naval Amphibious Base however an emergency discharge is located within Little Creek 
Cove. A high concentration of both recreational and military boating activity exists in Little 
Creek. Full service marinas are located adjacent to and east of the Route 60 (Shore Drive) Little 
Creek Bridge while west of the Little Creek Bridge is predominately private residential piers. 
Several years ago the Little Creek Bridge was replaced by a taller span which allowed larger 
recreational vessels to access Little Creek west of the bridge. The economy of the area is 
predominantly based on surrounding industrial, military and tourism activity. 
 
Meteorological data indicated that 0.02” of rain fell from August 9-13, 2007; the length of the 
survey period. 
 
The current restriction on shellfish harvesting is Condemned Shellfish Area # 068-017, Little 
Creek, effective 8 March 2005.  Copies of Bacteriological, Hydrographic and Shellfish Closure 
data are available at the area office for review.  Copies of the current condemnation notices and 
maps are available via the Internet at http://www.vdh.virginia.gov/oehs/shellfish/. 
 
This report lists only those properties that have a sanitary deficiency or have other 
environmental significance. “DIRECT” indicates that the significant activity or deficiency has a 
direct impact on shellfish waters. Individual field forms with full information on properties listed in 
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this report are on file in the Richmond Office of the Division of Shellfish Sanitation and are 
available for reference until superseded by a subsequent survey of the area. Data in report are 
also made available to local health departments and other agencies to address items that may 
be out of compliance with their regulatory programs. Copies of VPDES Permits and inspections 
are available at the Department of Environmental Quality, Tidewater Regional Office
